OTHING could appear more 

romantic, ridiculous, and defperate, 

than the Invafion of England under 

Richard the Second, by the Duke 

of Lancafter : He landed in Richard's 

Abfence with no more than eighty 

: Perfons; but the Folly, Rathnefs, 

and Corruption of Richara’s Government foon found him 

Friends in the moft dangerous Seat of Rebellion, the Hearts 

of the People : His Attempt from being mad became Feafible, 

then praéicable, next probable, and at lak fucce/iful. The 

fecret Spring of this amazing Revolution remains yet to be 

laid open, as I cannot otherwife prove the Propofition I 

have laid down, That the Crown of England has never yet 
been conquered tho’ often acquired. 

Richard had the Unhappinefs all his Life to govern by 

a Party, and the Twenty-third Article towards his de- 

pofing implies, ‘* That (a) when the Lords and Jutftices 

«© were charged to advife him faithfully in Matters relating 

*¢ to his own and the State of the Kingdom; yet thofe 


“ Lords and Juftices were often fo fharply rebuked and ° 


** reproved, that they have not dared to fpeak the Truth.” 
Tt was owing to this Character, that, thro’ all his Reign, 
it does not appear he had one honeft Man about his Per- 
fon who had the fmalleft Sway in his Cabinet, and the 
Friends of bis People were treated as the Enemies of his Go- 
vernment ; the Heads of the Oppofition came indeed into 
Favour, according as they could be bought off : But this Con- 
du& was fo far from abolifhing, that it eftablifh’d, nay, 
would have perpetuated Party Government, had it not been 
for the Revolution that happen’d. Richard did not con- 
fider, that they who for the dirty Confiderations of Court 
Favour can abandon the Caufe of their Country, will, upon 
the leait Appearance of a Revolution, from the fame Mo- 
tives abandon that of their Sovercign: Power is their Trea- 
fure, and where their Treafure is, there will their Heart 
be alfo; if with a lawful Sovereign (fuch as Richard) 
they will fazter him; if with a bold Pretender (as Henry 
of Bollingbroke was till Succefs mellowed his Claim into 
Right) they will /upport him. Richard found this too late ; 
they who had veer’d about from the Court to the Oppofi- 
tion, and from the Oppofition to the Court again, at laft 
fixed to a Point, the Pretender, who in them found his 
firmeft Friends, becaufe he was Matter of their only Prin- 
ciple, which was Jnteref?. But to come to Particulars : 


Richard, by the Advice of a hot-headed Minifter and 
Prelate, who had perf{waded him, That he could take France 
by the Nofe, and they give a Kick in the Breech, had enter’d 
upon a mad War againft France in the Low Countries:

TheValour of the Engii> having gain'd (ome Advantages, the 
Minitter wrote tothe King for more Supplies, for that nothing 
now hindered him from beating the French King and his 
Army. What happened upon this, I fhall tranflate literally 


from my Author, ‘* The King of Exrland, fays Walfing- 


“* ham, was at Supper (b) at Daintry in Northamptonfhire, 
<¢ where he received thofe Advices, and inflantly with ex- 
“* treme Force and Fury, he overthrew the Table, got on 
‘* Horfeback, gallop’d away in the Night as faft as his 
“* Steed could carry him, then got frefh Horfes, and, as 
“* if he had been to demolith the French King before Day- 
‘© break, he never halted ’till he reacheti St. Albans, 
*« which he did about Midnight ; there, for very Hafte, 
** he mounted the Abboi’s Pad, (which by the by was 
‘* never returned) and away he gallop’d-as faft as he could 
“*to Weftminfler. When he came thither, which he did 
“* with very few Attendants, he found himfelf heartily 
‘* fatigued, and very fleepy; he, therefore, refolved to 
‘© take Advice of his Pillow. In fhort, continues my 
‘* Author, he fell afleep, and finding Sleep to be a very 


-** good Thing, he thought it acvifeable not to deal fo very 


‘* furioufly with his Enemies.” Thus, after great ‘Talk-. 
ing and Swaggering, the Poet's Line was fulfilled :

It was no Wonder if the Conduét of the Minifter, who 
had adyifed and undertaken for this'mad Expedition againft 
the French, who were commanded by their King in Perfon, 
grew. fo extremely unpopular, that Richard himfelf could 
not protect him. Michael de Ja Pole, a nafty, drivelling, 
tittle-tattle Fellow, placed himfelf at the Head of a Par- 
liamentary Oppofition to his Meafures, with the Cant, no 
doubt, of putting Things upon a Broad-bottom, and en- 
gaged to the King, that provided he would give up his 
Minifter, he would carry thro’ the Money for the current 
Service of the Year. (c) Accordingly, the Minifler, and 
fome of his Creatures, were laid afide, even with a Par- 
liamentary Cenfure, and de /a Pole, making a Merit of this, 
practifed in {uch a dirty, fcandalous Manner with the Mem- 
bers, that the Supplies were granted; a Service which 
rivetted him fo firmly in his Mafter’s Affeétions, that it was 
principally owing to his Partiality for him and his Friends, 
that Richard afterwards loft his Crown with the Hearts of 
his People. 

For no fooner did this Miniftry get the Afcendant in the 
Cabinet, than it appear’d that they had purchas’d it at the

Price of their Sovereign's, their owa, and the Nation's Ho- 
nour, Inftead of binding up the Wounds of their Country. 
by embracing the firft Opportunity of making an honour- 
able Peace with France, they profecuted the War even to 
the endangering the very Crown and Independeney of 
England; for after they came into Power, they told the 
Parliament, (d) that the Continuance of the War was 
unavoidable, fince it defctended to the King with his Crown. 
Thus the War being madly profecuted, tho’ poorly fup- 
ported, the French became fo fuperior in Flanders, a¢ to 
threaten fuch an Invafion upot Eag/and, that, had it not 
been difappointed by the immediate, nay, almott vifible 
Hand of Heaven, would have gone far to have overthrown 
her Conftitution. To convince the Reader, that I have fet 
nothing down hicre which is not fully fupported by Hittory, 
I fhall prefent him with a moft lively Pi€ture of the Situation 
of England during that Broad: bottom’d Minittry, while the 
French Invafion was thteatened ; and this I fhall do in the 
Words of a (e) cotemporary Author, as they were tran- 
flated by the exprefs Order of Henry the Eighth. 

In thofe Days (meaning the Days of Edward the Third) 
Englande was feared and doubted; ani were fpoken of 
through all the Worlde for the Flower of Chyvaly: But as 
now noe Man fpeketh of us; for nowe, there is noe Warre 
made but at poore Men's Purfes ; thereto every Man is enclyned : 
Jn Fraunce, the Kynge, as now, is there but a Chylde, and yet 
Be hath done more agaynft us than ony of bis Predecejfours. 
The Tyme has beene, that grete Conqusftes have been done in 
Fraunce without payenge of anye Monie, but fuch Ryches as 
hath beene gotten there, it hath ben /pred abrede in the Royalme. 
Where is beorne the grete Fynaunces and Tayles that had been 
gadered in the Royalme, with the Kynges Rentes, and acenf= 
tomed Revenues, outher they have loft it, or taken from them. 
It is bebovable, that it be knowen howe the Royalme of Eng- 
land is governed, and howe the Kynge is ledde: It ewere not 
good, that it fholde be long ar it were knowen ; for this Reyalme 
is not foe ryche nor fo puyfaurt to bere lyke Charges, as the 
Rayalme of France dothe. Alf it appereth wel, that awe in 
this Royalme of Euglande are febled of Wyttes and of Grace: 
We were wonte to knowe every Thynge that was done in 
Fraunce, thre or foure Months, or the Cafe fell, whereby we 
myght convenyently make Provyjion and Refyftence ; But as 
nowe we knowe no goode Thynge, but the Frenfhemen knoawethe 
all our Secrettes and Counfayles ; we cannot telle in evhome is 
Ther be fome 
preuy Traytoures, and it were better it were knowen betymes 
then'too late, for it may be knowen foo late, that it ayll be 


the Fawte, it wyll be knowen upon a Daye, 


. paft Remedy. 


Such was the unhappy State of England while this for- 
midable Invafion threatened ; but not all the Terrors of 
falling into foreign Power could prevail with the People-to 
part with a Shilling of Money, while fuch Mifcreants as 
the Minifters, who had brought them into all thofe Cala- 
mities, were to difpofe of it. ‘They chofe rather to rely 
upon the Proteétion of Providence than to furnith Supplies, 
which were to fall into the Hands of Men whom they 
efleem’d greater Enemies than the French themfelves. In

tmordinary Supplies to prevent it, yet under this thameful 


Miniltry they had irry’d all before then: in that Country, 
and thru’ the Nepligs nee or Corruption of the Exel Go 
vernment, who had miiapply’d the Money granted by 
Parliament, the City of Ghent was farpriz’d by the Enemy.

The Mail from Invernefe, which came in laft Tuefday, 
brought feveral Letters, with Accounts of what has been 
lately tranfa¢ted in the Weit Highlands. All thefe Letters 
agree, that the intended Commotions in thefe Parts will 
be prevented, or, at leaft, very fpeedily quafhed, in the 
Bud. 

A Letter from Invernefs, dated Auguft 16, fays, Seve- 
ral of the Camerone and Macdonalds are in Arms, but 
there are no Foreign Forces, or Councils, among "em ; 
fo that any Commotion thefe mad Men occafion, mutt 
very foon be quafhed. Sir Alexander Macdonald dined 
on Monday laft with the Lord Prefident and the Laird of 
Macleod. Sir Alexander has given all Affuranacs, that 
neither he, nor any of his People, fhall aid or abett the 
Invaders of our Country. On the contrary, 

Another Letter fays, the young Chevalier is certainly 
landed in the Highlands with about 40 Men, and is feem- 
ingly joined by 500 Clans. I am told, they are com- 
manded by General Macdonnel, Uncle to the Earl of An- 
trim; ‘That a Detachment of the Rebels having latt Week 
come down to Ranach, carried along with them {everal 
People to accompany them in their diftraéted Purpofes to 
the Hills.—* But all is not Sooth that’s faid. However, 
they are more like to psy the Price of their Temerity be- 
fore the Harvctt begins, than do much Mitchief, 

A Third Lett_s tays, a Body of 24 of the Rebels came 
lately into the Country of Ranach,. and would have car- 
ried along with them 100 Men of the Inhabitants, in or- 
der to make them Accomplices, with the fame Eafe as they 
ule to drive off the Cattle. It is faid a Detachment of them 
have made a Captain of the Army Prifoner two Miles from 
Fort Augutus. ‘Their Numbers are uncertain, as they 
{land diiperfed for want of Vivres in any one Place. It 
were wifhed they were twice as numerous as they are, that 
they might be neceffitate to eat up one another. However, 
they mutt be ilarved to Death with Cold, having nothing 
to cover them in the Night but the Canopy of the Hea- 
vens. 

Two Letters from Fort Auguftus and Fort William, 
dated the 14th and 16th Inftant, infinuate Apprehenfions 
of Visits, ason Friday and Sunday laft, from the Rebels. 

A Letter from Perth fays, by the Difpofitions making, 
they conje¢tur’d that the Hon. General Cope, with the 
the Army, would encamp Yelfternight, at Taybridge, 12 
Miles Wett of Dunkeld: 

Among the Reports current, one is, that they have ere&ted 
a Standard, the Motto, Tandem Triumphans. 

We are affured that the Fox and Happy Janet Men of 
War, which failed lately from the Frith, have fteered 
North about ; and that they have Orders to continue their 
Courle till they met the two Sloops of War which failed 
latcly from the River Cyde, being to aét in Concert againft 
the Infurgents in the North- Welt.

We hear that a great many Cohorn Shells are to be

were continually mentioning Plots and Difturbances in 
Ruffia, her Imperial Majefty’s Mediation could be but of 
little Ufe. 

We learn by private Letters from Stockholm, that M, 
Dickens, the Britifh Minifier, is fet out, in order to pro- 
pofe to his Swedifh Majefty and Prince William of Heffe, 
the marching 6000 Heflians more for the Service of the 
Common Caufe, as well as to penetrate into the real Defign 
of the new Alliance with Rufiia, figned on the 22d of Fe- 
bruary laft, which is {uppofed to contain fome Regulations 
of the laft Importance, to the Peace, Security, and Ba- 
lance of Power in the North. His Excellency is charg’d 
alfo with the Determination of fome Difputes, eccafioned 
by the taking Swedifh Ships by the Britifh Privateers. 

The fame Letters fay, that the whole Swediih Nation 
are inexpreffibly rejoiced at the fafe Arrival of the Eaft- 
India Ships, with fo rich a Cargo, from Canton, and at 
the Profpeét this gives of profecuting that Commerce with 
Succefs. Of thefe, the Readerhuys and Gottenburgh are 
already in the Port of Gotcenburgh; and the Calmur and 
King Frederick are daily expeéted, the DireCtors having 
already received Copies of their Bills of Lading from Do- 
ver, into which Port they put thro’ Strefs OF Weather, 
and for the Sake of obtaining fome Refrefhments and frefh 
Provifions. ‘The Danifh Company have already adver- 
tifed their Sale. 

All our private Letters from Vienna are filled with no- 
thing but Accounts of the mighty Preparations that are 
making there for the Queen of Hungary’s Journey to 
Francfort, which ftands fixed for the-6th of September, 
N. S. notwithftanding the Remonftrances of Dr. Van 
Sweiten, her Majefty’s Phyfician ; who judges it very im- 
proper, and inconvenient, for her Majefty to take fuch a 
Journey while fhe is big with Child. But Reafons of State 
prevail, and Orders have been ifiued for coining a vait 
Quantity of Gold Metals of an extraordinary Size; on 
one Side of which is the Bufto of the Grand Duke, with 
this Infcription ; Fredericus 1. Imperator ; and on the other, 
the Imperial Fagle, holding in one Claw the Arms of the 
Houfe of Auftria, and in the other, thofe of the Houfe of 
Lorrain. Over the Head of the Eagle ftands thefe Words, 
Pro Deo et Patria. One may furely colle&t from hence 
that they are mortally certain at Vienna of the Grand 
Duke’s carrying the Election. 

According to Advices from the Hague, the States.Ge- 
neral are saking the moft effe€tual Methods to raife fuch 
Sums as are neceflary to make good their Engagements to 
the Courts of Munich, Cologne, and Wurtzburgh, in 
order to bring down 30,000 Men.into the Low Countries, 
and to engage the Princes of the Empire to fet on Foot an 
Army for its Security of 70,000 Men, to act in Conjunc- 
tion with the Auftrians on the Rhine. 

They write from Leghorn, that the whole Riviera,. to 
the Weftward, is in Arms, occafioned by the daily Incur- 
fions of the Piedmontefe ; and the County of Albenga has 
protefted, that rather than fuffer it to be ruined, they witk 
{ubmit to his Sardinian Majetty. 

The Grand Duke has lately fent a Detachment of ‘3000 
Auftrian and Hanoverian Horfe, 7c0o Foot, 20 Pieces of 
Cannon, 4 Mortars, and 3 Haubitzers, on the other Side 
the Rhine ; they are to be joined by 2500 Croats and 1500 
Hoffars, and are to be employed in an Expedition of great 
Importance, and which it is believed will oblige the Prince 
of Conti to abandon all his Defigns in Germany. 

Some private Letters from Dreiden fay, that the King of 
Poland has order’d the Duke de Saxe Weiflenfels to march 
1$,000 Men out of Bohemia, into the Neighbourhood of 
that Capital, and intends to put himfelf at the Head of his 
Forces. 

The coming of 2 Sardinian Minifler into the Empire, 
and vifiting as he has done, the Courts of Munich, Dref- 
den,.and Manheim, occafions much Speculation, efpecially: 
at this Junéture ; but it is hoped, the enfuing EleGtion wilh 
have a happy Effeét on the Politicks of his Mafter. 

All our Advices:from France mention their having fome 
grand Defign on the Carpet in the Councils of Verfailles ; 
and that the King’s Prefence has been thought abfolutely 
neceffary to ripen it, which occafions his fudden Return 
from the Army.

By the Lifbon Mail arriv’d Wednefday we have Advice, 
that rhe U%rdwicke Privateer has taken a rich Ship from 
Port "Orient; the Leviathan Privateer of Briltol has taken 
the Diligent, from Bayonne ; and the Garland Privateer 
has taken the Invincible, from St. Domingo, and carried 
them into Liibon. 

Wedn {day came Advice, that the Warren, Saltafh and 
Spy Privat ers of London, who {fail’d from the Downs the 
16th imlant on a Crpize, met a few Leagues to the 
Weftward of the Lizzard with two French Men of War, 
one of forty the other of fifty Guns, whom they engagd 
for upwards of two Hours, and the French having lott a 
great Number of their Hands, and many wounded, they 
were obliged to fheer off in a fhatter’d Condition. 

A {mall Privateer, lately fitted out at Gravefend, has 
taken a Ship off Dunkirk, laden with Butter, &c, and 
brought her into Dover. There was alfo found on board 
a confiderable Quantity of Money. 

We have Advice trom New-York, that one of the 
American Privateers engaged two French Privateers of 
great Force in the Weil- Indies, but after a fmart Engage- 
ment, in which he loft fo great a Number of Men that he 
had but few, left, was obliged to ftrike to them. The 
French had a great Number kiil’d and many wounded. 

We learn fiom Philadelphia, that by a Lilt handed about 
there, dated May 28, it appears, that fince the Commence- 
ment of the War with Spain, there have been taken, or 
otherwile loft, of Veifels belonging to that Liace, 20 
Sloops, 25 Briggs, 17 Snows, and 30 Ships; of which 
the Spaniards have taken ‘Twenty-five, and the French 
Twelve. 

A French Ship of 300 Tons, from Breit for Dunkirk, 
is taken, and brought into the Downs, by the Charming 
Molly Privateer, Capt. Craven. '
